Scattered Acts 
Don't Indicate 
VandaiismWave 



Despite several reports of vandal- 
ism in the Antloch area in the past 
two weeks, the sheriffs office main- 
tains there is no vandalism "wave" 
as such in the county. . 

Chief Investigator Charles Larson 
said that the destructive acts com- 
mitted recently are "about normal" 
and that there la no trend or pat- 
tern to hint of a vandal gang oper- 
ating. A gang was in operation a 
few months ago but that has been 
broken up, he said. 

MOST RECENT report Investi- 
gated by the sheriffs deputies was 
the Tuesday entry into the home of 
Lawrence Erickson, Antloch, at 
Grass Lake. Furniture and bedding 
was disarranged and smashed. 

Kids prowling at night may have 
been responsible for a series of in- 
cidents including setting fires on the 
roads with siphoned gas and leav- 
ing auto lights on. , 

VICTIMS OF SUCH an incident 
last Friday night were Mr. and Mrs. 
Alfred Bloom of Grass Lake who 
found their car rolled upon a neigh- 
bor's lawn with' the lights on. After 
rolling the car back to his driveway, 
Bloom found his tires slashed. 
Later that same night neighbors 
driving, across the bridge at Grass 
Lake rd, were stopped by a fire 
apparently set by siphoned gas. 

Filling station attendants in the 
area report similar cases of lights 
being turned on in autos and. gas 
siphonings. A fire is reported to 
have been set across the highway 
near Mill burn recently also. 

Several windows have been 
broken in the Venetian Village a"nd 
Lake Villa areas recently and resi- 
dents report seeing young boys in 
the area. 

Channel Lake near Antloch has 
been victim of a fair amount of van- 
dalism in recent weeks with two 
cabins owned by Walter Arnold en- 
tered and the home of Robert Fos- 
ter entered.' 

IN THE ARNOLD cabins, entry 
was made by breaking windows and 
contents broken and foodstuffs 
strewn about, the sheriffs office 
reported.

Antioch retail sales in 1958 totaled 
$10,950,304, according to a projec- 
tion of figures from the retailers 
occupational sales taxes collected 
during the year. 

Illinois sales tax is 3 per cent on 
each dollar. Of this amount, % per 
cent is returned to the municipali- 
ties after a slight administration fee 
is taken out. The amount returned 
to Antioch was $48,081.20, figures 
supplied by Clarence Shultis, village 
clerk, show. 

GREATEST SALES month was 
July when merchants sold $1,054,060 
in merchandise. December showed 
sales of $950,088. Poorest month 
was January, when only $073,292 in 
sales was recorded. The three top 
summer months were June, July and 
August when sales figures exceeded 
$900,000 each month. 

However, sales were fairly level 
from March to December, the sales 
tax figures show.

Preston Stoacen, Albert Johnson, Jr., 



and Leo Wazelle. 

Incumbent William Cavanaugh 
will oppose John R. Severs for as- 
sessor. 

AT AN OPEN meeting, on the city 
plan at Trevor two weeks ago, offi- 
cials urged that a decision be made 
soon on whether to call for a ref- 
erendum on the proposal to make 
the* 34-square mile township a fourth 
class city. Persons attending the 
meeting felt that there was "not 
enough information presented for or 
against such a plan and therefore 
appointed a committee to collect 
the information hand call' a town- 
ship public meeting. ■ ' * 

One of the advantages to the city 
plan, and referred to editorially by 
a Kenosha newspaper, is the more 
equal representation according to 
population on the county board.

Officials themselves do not seem I inclined to 
start- any ball rolling to ridithe county of these so-called "undesir- 
able" elements. In fact when one inquires about certain situations 
known to exist, the Officials take a detached attitude,! preferring to 
find out how much the questioner knows about this operation or that 
operation. Then 'when the questioner's cards are on the table, so to 
speak, most officials claim that they (a) want no trouble and, (b) 
can't do a thing until someone makes a complaint, 

1 However We. fear red tape If a complaint is made. 

As yet, no one has made any denial of the facts as presented 
by Sen. Douglas, nor would he for fear he would have to snow some 
knowledge about the operations. 

The -Antioch News takes a view that if gambling is against 
the law, then it should be eliminated; but if it is to be tolerated; 
then the law should be changed to permit it. But as long as the law 
is being broken, by. even one group, is this not putting a foot in the 
door for other undesirable and illegal acts to come in?. Perhaps the 
juke box "rackets." now under fire by the grand jury in Waukegan 
exist because of this same situation. 

We are not too fearful at the present of little old ladies pour- 
ing over The Racing Form in local cafes, but when the area booms- 
especially with the opening of Bong Air Force Base - we are fearful 
of the gambling quiet broken by the influx of youths with idle time 
and spare money. 

Or will there be enough new gambling joints, new neighbors, 
to adequately care for the increase in population? 

Guilty Of Watching TV? Maybe 
You Need Time To Do All You Want 

Three of the leading magazines of the country will launch 
an educational program next month aimed at the television audience 
to prove to them that perhaps they are slaves to the one-eyed 
monster. 

The idea, for the campaign comes from motivation research 
findings thot people are in a sense, kicking themselves for watching 
all the TV programs instead of being selective. The ad campaign 
will be addressed to "people who watch TV — but love doing things 
more." Researchers feel, that people who say "Why did we sit 
through all that?" are not criticizing television so much as them- 
selves. They feel guilty for not having done something with their 
time: What they're- saying in effect is, doing beats viewing. , 

The whole effect is of course, to get folks to spend more time 
reading magazines for reading is a form of doing. 

We have no arguments with that talking picture box or with 
the magazines for we believe both have their place. Television 
should be in everybody's home for some of the entertainment and 
education it carries, and magazines for the most part are excellent 
providing much worthwhile reading. 

Perhaps the magazine people are pursuing a good thing — 
for them — in attempting to lure TV watchers back to magazines, 
but we think perhaps that the real problem is time itself. 

Everywhere one goes he hears complaints that "I just don't 
have time to ... " The Antioch News finds the same thing when 
it comes to selling the paper — people feel they don't have time 
enough to read another publication. 

With the tremendous growth of the advertising industry the 
situation promises to get worse. Even if a person does not add 
another publication to his house, present ones will get bigger and 
bigger. The time may even come when a single publication in a 
family will carry enough diversified news, features and buying in- 
formation to take the place of the many publications now being 
taken by a family. 

Television too will expand as more and more advertising 
time is purchased. The competition for the public's time will be 
highly intense. .**..; . a 

It would seem, then, that the problem is to find ways of 
lengthening the day, to give people enough time to do a fair amount 
of reading, be entertained by TV, see a movie, and take care of 
their hobbies, church and civic work, and still relax during a week. 

We don't have the answer. Any suggestions?

a minimum of $10 and not more 
than $16 per diem. 

WHERE THE population exceeds 
5,000, the increase is not less than

is $24. The bill becomes a law 
immediately.

False Teeth Makers; 
Dentists, Into Battle 

Makers of false teeth. claim that 
if legislators will change Illinois 
laws to permit persons needing false 
teeth to buy them directly from the 
maker the cost will drop "at least 
50 per cent." 

Testimony given a legislative sub- 
committee in a hearing before a sub- 
committee of the legislative com- 
mittee on the Medical Practices Act 
alleged that "gouging" on the part 
of some dentists who charge from 
$150 upwards for a set of teeth that 
in most instances sell for less than 
$57 per set, is responsible for some 
65 per cent of persons needing such 
dentures from having them. 

COUNTER TESTIMONY by rep- 
resentatives and witnesses of the 
Illinois State Dental Society sought 
to show that only a dentist with 
many years of education behind 
him could properly insert such teeth 
into the mouths of patients. How- 
ever, this was offset by a witness 
for the makers, who threw into evi- 
dence a sheaf of "prescriptions" 
from dentists ordering such false 
teeth from the makers. Carelessly 
scribbled, at least one of such orders 
was written on wrapping paper and 
carried little pertinent information. 

Witnesses for the dentists deplored 
such situations and admitted there 
were "blackguards" among their 
membership, but claimed that only 
a dentist should fit finished teeth. 

THE PROBLEM will probably be 
one for the legislature to decide in 
view of testimony from both sides 
that the situation is far from perfect, 
although neither was agreed with

Meet Family Problems Head On 
With Regular Family Meetings 



With the theory that problems 
can't be solved unless they're talked 
about, families in this area soon 
may be scheduling, more family 
group meetings to meet these prob- 
lems head on. 

The meetings are an expected re- 
sult of advice given by the Home 
Adviser of the extension service of 
the University of Illinois. Lessons 
on how to conduct these family 
gatherings have been given through- 
out the county recently. 

"PEOPLE WHO can face their 
problems realistically and solve 
them to their own satisfaction with- 
out undue injury to others possess 
a high degree of maturity," sa^s 
Mrs. Helen Volk, county home agent. 
"Many people find themselves in 
difficulty because they do not face 
the real issue." 

Mrs. ,Volk tells of examples of 
real issue such as the husband and 
wife causing poor adjustment in 
their children; financial stress 
caused by poor planning in money 
matters , and even poor health, 
crowded and uncomfortable living 
conditions causing trouble. 

But when the difficulties arise, 
as they do in all families, the thing 
to do is to discuss the trouble as a 
family, pinpoint it, and come up 
with solutions. 

HOWEVER, SOME families have 
trouble "getting together" and so it 
is best to set a definite time for 
these family discussions, Mrs. Volk 
advises. Even if it's only an agree- 
ment to sit down together "when 
difficulty arises." 

But it should be more than just a 
complaining session. Constructive 
family plans should be worked into 
each meeting. 

Title of the series of lessons is 
"Everybody Talks at Our House," 
which is just what the family ses-
